Am~s Emtroon Dolbear, professor of 


physics »t Tufts' college, invented a 
system of wireJess telegraphy back in 
•.he early 80s. 
After a great deal of dif- 


ficulty in convincing the patent office of 
he practical application of hit) discover; 
lie was granted a patent, which covers a 
•<y8tem of wireless cominunscation by 
by telegraph or telephone. This patent 
was issued on Oct. 5, 1880. 


Daring the years that have elapsed 


nnce this pa*ent was issued to Prof 
Dolbear he has conducted experiments 
it times when it was poBsible to obtain 
'he necessary opportunity, but little 
lias been done to applying the inven- 
'i>m lo commercial advantage. 


When the newspapers commenced to 


tell of the invention of Marconi tlie 
professor read tho accounts of this sys 
tern very closely, and became convinced 
that the snaiu features or the principle 
which Marconi was using had already 
been covered by patents issued to Dol- 
uear. lie consulted the electrical ex 
pert who has worked under his direc 
tion for years, aod wa% assured that the 
Marconi system was certainly that in- 
vented by himself. 


Marooni obtained patents on certain 


devices use! by him in his byslem of 
wireless telcoraphy, but Prof. Dolbear 
says that ho did not, and could not, 'get 
u patent covering the principle of tele- 
grpahing without wires. 


Prof, Dolbear lud years ago assigned 


his rights to the Dolbear telephone com- 
pany, which held the lights to his tele- 
phono appliances. About the time that 
the company acquired the patent is- 
sued to Prof. Dolbear for the wireless 
telegraphy, tho courts had decised 
against the Dolbear claims 111 the fa- 
mous controversy over the priority of 
the invention of the telephone receiver, 
tho Bell telephone company winning 
This doc'islon left the Dolbe-ir company 
practically bankrupt, discouraged the 
inventor and nuide it very difficult for 
him to obtain capitil to advance his 
other invention". 


So the wueless telegraphy patent was 


allowed to remain unemployed, but 
some time ago the professor assigned 
the rights to another company organ- 
ised for the purpose of utilizing the 
patent 


When the intention of Marconi to 


como over here and demonstrate his 
system was announced, the Dolbear 
company determined 
to 
protect its 


rights. Last week several men, in the 
interest of the Dolbear company, wenl 
to New York, had a consultation with 
Marconi and his representatives, aoc 
also with the newspaper 
syndicate 


which had provided Marconi with the 
means to use his system iu bulletining 
the yncbt races. 


After the patents granted to Dolbea 


were exhibited and legal opinion ob 
ained, tha newspaper syndicate offered 
lie Dolbear people, so Prof. Dolbear.s 
ounsel says, a consideration to permit 
larconi to continue his work. In the 
nterest of science, through William 
Hayandier, counsel for the Dolbear 
idtents, permission was granted to Mar- 
oni to proceed. 
Ic order that the value of the wireless 
elegraphy system might be demon- 
trated, Marconi was not to be inter- 
ered with during the yacht races."

American Yacht Lead Shortly After 


the Start But Failed to Hold Her 
Advantage—The Result Another 
Sad Disappointment to the Multi- 
tude of Spectators. 
New York, Oct. 0.-AgaIn the Co- 


lumbia and Shamrock have sailed over 
the thirty-mile course and again the 
spectators and all others who take an 
Interest in yachting have been disap- 
pointed by the inability of the racers 
to cross the iiulsh line within the time 
limit 
In the second, the same as in 


the tirst contest the yachts have proven 
that they are very nearly on an equal 
footing so far as sailing capacity is 
concerned aud that the picking of a 
winner in advance will be a decidedly 
hard task to accomplish. 
Tor full uve hours the two yachts 


dawdled between the Sandy Hook 
Lightship aud the titU'on-milo stake- 
boat, unable to oven go over half the 
course in the time allot ed for the full 
thirty miles. 
They started in a fairly pood breeze, 


blowing perhaps eight miles au hour, 
with shamrock iu the lead by 32 sec- 
onds. The course was south southeast, 
straight out to sea. Both yachts had 
mainsails, club topsails, Jibs, staysails 
nud biriloon Jib topsails set, and it was 
a pretty contest for half an hour. 


In that time Columbia had overcome 


the lead which Shamrock had and bad 
forged ahead. 
Then the wind hauled to the west- 


ward, the spinnakers were taken in 
aud the yachts bexan to drift. For 
awhile the Columbi-i was the better at 
tills game aud obtained a It-ad that 
would have given her the race had a 
breeze sprung up. Hut the Shamrock 
then took her turn at the drifting 
game, aud at one time both yachts 
drifted idly side by side. 


Spinnakers wore set again, later on, 


because a slight breeze from 
north- 


north west came down tho course and 
gave all the hope that a race would be 
had. 


Hut it was in vain. The sails were 


flapping idly by the masts within leu 
minutes aud the drift began a^ain. 
Tlic yachts were at one time actually 
headed in opposite diiedious, HO little 
wind was there. 


As 4 o'clock approached it became a 


certainty that if a gale sprung up from 
tho eastward the yachts could uot 
linish in time, so the excursion boats 
regretfully turned their piows home- 
ward nud the race been me another in 
tho series that began witli a lluke. 


When both yachts were within one 


mile of til*' outer .stake-boat, the Sham- 
rock having the weather berth, and, 
therefore, being In the lend, tho judges' 
boat, the Corsair, hoisted tho interna- 
tional code signal letter "H," meaning 
"rare is off," ami the contest had end- 
ed for the day. 
< > u many of the excur- 


sion boats it was thought that the Co- 
lumbia was abend, but tills was a mis- 
take. 
When the signal wns hoisted the 


yachts lowered their sails, passed lines 
to their tenders, and were nt once 
towed to their moorings inside the 
flouk. The next attempt ill a race will 
be on Saturday, when the yachts will 
a train try to race on a windward and 
leeward course, iri miles out aud re- 
turn.

spitting pebbles is always amusing to 
those who happen to bet1 it.
